NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Porter) from the
Northwest will be mobilized to Phoenix today for staging. Initial attack
activity continued in the Southwest, with numerous units reporting very
high to extreme fire indices. Resource mobilization through NICC was
moderate yesterday.

Southwest Area Large Fires:

HONDO, Carson NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Loving) is assigned.
Significant progress was made on securing structures on the western flank
of the fire, including the town of Questa. The fire made short duration
runs in mixed conifer with longer runs and crowning occurring in Pinyon
Juniper. Burnout operations were conducted on the northwest portions of
the fire last night.

CLARK PEAK, Coronado NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Frye) is
assigned.

Crews made significant progress lining spot fires in heavy fuels that are

threatening the telescope site. Direct line construction began across the
southern flank. Mop-up continued on the remainder of the fire, including

areas near the cabins at Old Columbine.
